AIL sentences have proved effec- 
tive in curbing speeding and other 
forms of reckless driving in 
Cleveland. At first the traffic 
courts there, in an attempt to 
curb the increasing toll of traffic acci- 
dents, sentenced the drivers con- 
victed of violations of traffic laws to 
workhouse sentences.

Then you become accustomed to it. In 
Ireland you see women smoking pipes, 
and you gradually become accustomed 
to that.
